This 
Clearly informed us that the typboon's centre 
would pass northward of Kobe and that there- 
fore only a portion of the storm's right-hand 
semi-circle would pass over Kobe, and the more 
rapid the ch.nge of wind, caused as already 
stated by the chance of bearing of the typhoon's 
‘centro, the more clearly was thls demonstrated. 
Now let us examine how the above facts are 
corroborated by the observations taken on board 
of the steamship Cathay. Leferring to the 
table {t will be seen that the oster Hmit of 
the N.W. quadrant reached that vessel at 
about am, on the rth or about six 
hours before the outer, limtt of the N.E, 
quadrant reached Kobe, The wind being N. by E, 
when tho outer limit of the typhoon reached the 
Cathay, its centée would then be in an E. by S.

three points within an hour could only mean that 
the typhoon’s centre was cither very near, or 
travelling very fast {n'a northerly direction. From 
6a.m.to 10 a.m, the wind keeping steady at 
N.N.W, signified that the cen've was keeping the 
game bearing, and that the storm's path had been 
to the eas'ward of its former one, in fact 
1s pow moving towards E.N.E,, or in 
the direction of Its bearing from the Cathay; and 
as Kobe fs sltaated nearly in an E.N.E. direction 
from where the Cathay was anchcred, those on 
board of her would know that the centre was 
making for Kobe from between 6 9.m. to to 
a.m,, or say some Give hours before the outer 
limits of the typhoon had actually reached this 
place. The observations taken on board of the 
Cathay lead me to belleve that the typhoon left 
her at about 10.30 s.m, and as Kobe did not 
come wilihin its mite until 1x.30 a.m. we may 
conclude that its diameter did not much exceed 
200 miles, the distance between the Cathay and 
. Kobe belng about 223 miles in a straight line. 

‘With the glven explanation the reader will 
find no difficulty In making other Interesting 
deductions by comparing the two observations. 
To ald him in this I suggest that he. supply 
himself'with a circular piece of cardboard, make 
small hole tn {ts centre, and draw through this 
two diameters at right angles io each other. 
Mark the ends of the diameters N,, E., S,, and 
W. respectively. Plactog this card before him, 
ona table, with that part of Ite diameter marked 
north pointing towards (he north, and imagining. 
a body.of wiod to be whirling round the centro, 
bat Hmited by the circumstance of the card, he 
witl then have a very good representation of a 
typhoon, and one which will make the meaning 
of quadrants, semt-circles, circular motlon, &c., 

ly understood, To further represent the 
progressive motion of a typhoon the card requires 
to be moved inthe directlon towards which the 
storm is travelling, atill keeping the north point 
of the card potnting towards the north, and stilt 
supposing the wind to be whirling round the 
centre of the card. 

Having already taken up mote space than et 
firet fatended, I am obliged to conclude this letter 
reserving for some future time a few remarks 
upon how to avold the dangerous portion of 
typboons when at sea. © .
